The federal investigator reports that 
he has not found any bakers’ combine in 
Canada which contravenes the provisions 


of the law. He does find that a large 
number of bakeries are now owned by 
milling companies, but that there are 


enough independent millers and independ- 
ent bakers to preserve a healthy state of 
competition. 

The investigation was started at the 
instance of the councils of a number of 
western citics, It is to be supposed the 
plaintiffs took the opportunity to present 


all the information at their disposal, and 
there has been no suggestion that the | 
enquiry was not sulficic ntly wide to give 
a fair picture of the conditions which 


prevail in the trade. 
GOOD LUCK TO THEM 


It is to bé hoped that the amateur 
prospectors who stampeded from Calgary 
into the Livingstone range will find the 
gold they are looking for; which, of course, 
they are not very likely to do. A real gold | 
find in this province would help consider- 
ably. 

There have been some suggestions that 
the Provincial Government should have 
stopped the rush, or prevented it. Why? 
And, if so, why not stop the quest for oil, 
the search for new coal deposits, the 
breaking of idle land? If the impulse to 
create wealth should be checked, there 
are a good many directions in which the 
checking ought to be done. 

To prevent disaster, it was the duty of 
the authorities to warn the demented 
treasure-hunters that they should take 
along ample supplies of food and clothing, 
and tents. This the provincial police appear 
to have done after they discovered that 
the stampede was on. And a police post 
has been established in the supposed 
Eldorado, in order that relief may be given 
to any who require it. 

These precautionary measures were 
strictly in order. But beyond that public 
authority should not go. Blocking the 
path of the pioneer in any field of de- 
velopment enterprise is no way to make 
a country great, Good luck to the pros- 
pectors; though the majority of them 
likely wouldn’t know flake gold if they 
saw it, nor recognize ore if they broke 
their shins on it. 


WHEN NEXT WINTER COMES 


The Provincial Government shows 
foresight in proposing that a conference 
be held in the spring, of Dominion, pro- 
vincial and municipal representatives, to 
talk over plans for dealing with unemploy- 
ment next winter. 

That there will be unemployment next 
winter may be taken for granted. There 
always is. How widespread it is likely to 
be is the first question the conference 
will have to consider. That it will be less 
prevalent than this winter may be reason- 
ably expected, though that will depend 
largely on what kind of a winter it 
happens to be. 

One point is clear. The municipalities 
cannot continue to provide relief work and 
relief money on the scale on which they 
have been doing it this year, even with 
the same generous measure of assistance 
they have received from the provincial 
and federa! treasuries. 

It may as well be assumed that some 
kind of relief work will have to be avail- 
able next winter, and every other winter, 
and that the bulk of it will have to be 
provided by the Dominion or Provincial 
Governments, or the two in conjunction. 
The sooner the responsibility is fixed the 
better, and plans laid accordingly. 

In that connection, what about the 
trans-Canada highway, which used to be 
spoken of as a project that would provide 
a standing job for considerable numbers 
of icie men during several winters? That 
is one undertaking that should be gone on 
with in any case, If any large proportion 
of the work can be done in the winter 
season, that will be so much the better. 


SOVIPT OOA. AGAIN 

Ottawa despatches explain in sym- 
pathetic tones that the Ministers are 
finding it hard to screw their resolution 
to the po.nt of shutting Soviet coal per- 
manently out of the Dominion. This for 
the reason that some Canadian manufact- 
urers would like to sell farm implements 
to the Soviet and think they would have 


better chanees of getting orders if Stalin 
and Co, were allowed to dump coal in 
Canada in payment, 

It is rather to be feared that the force 
of that consideration will not be apparent 
to idle coal miners in Alberta and Nova 
Scotia, and their hungry families. Nor is 
it likely that the taxpayers of the 
country, who are being called upon to 
provide food and clothing for the miners 
and their families, will understand why 
there should be any hesitancy in the cir- 
cumstances on the part of a Government 
that is pledged to protect the coal mining 
industry as it is protecting others. 

And, while the implement makers 
know their business best, there is plenty 
of room to suspect that they are looking 
at the far off Russian market through 
rosy spectacles, Their United States 
contemporaries saw that market first; and 
when did Canadian manufacturers ever 
find pickings that were worth the picking 
in a market that had been systematically 
exploited by those astute competitors 
and inundated with the “mass” products 
of their factories? 

Ottawa should keep its sympathy for 
the Canadian coal miners, and not waste 
it on a vain hope that any branch of 
Canadian industry would glean profits 
from under the noses of U.S. competitors 
in Russia large enough to compensate for 
the economic consequences of allowing 
Soviet coal to be shipped into the home 
market, and the only market, of the 
Canadian mines. 

Instead of toying with delusions of 
that kind there are two things Ottawa 
should do, and do at once; bar Russian 
coal absolutely and permanently; and 


appropriate a substantial sum of money 
for the relief of Canadian coal miners who 
are trying to keep their families alive on 
the wages of two dags’ work per week.

THE WEST FORGES AHEAD 


That Western Canada has, in the last fifty years, 
gone ahead industrially at least eight times as fast 
as the rest of Canada, is asserted in the February 
15 number of MacLean’s Magazine by John Armitage 
in an article entitied “Industry Moves West.” 

“Fifty years ago, says Mr. Armitage, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta combined had eighty-five employees in 
industries producing annually $195,000 worth of man- 
ufactured articles. Those figures have grown to 19,- 
000 employees producing $160,000,000, In the same 
period employees of manufacturing concerns in British 
Columbia have multiplied by twenty-four to 49,000, 
while value has jumped from $3,000,000 to $271,000,- 
000. Alberta and Saskatchewan have increased their 
output eighty times, British Columbia ninety; gn 
average increase for the three western provinces of 
eighty-five. 

“The total value of Canadian manufacturers over 
the same period has increased from $309,676,086 to 
$3,769,845,000, not quite ten times the value. A very 
good record indeed, but . . 

“Eliminating agriculture altogether, Western Cana- 
da has gone ahead in the last fifty years much more 
rapidly than Eastern Canada. ‘To bring it down to 
the final analysis, the West has gone ahead in- 
dustrially at least elght times as fast as the rest of 
Canada in the last fifty years, s} it is that we find 
Winnipeg and Vancouver, two places which a few 
decades long ago were not counted as industrial 
centres, are now racing neck and neck for fourth 
position among the industrial cities of Canada.” 


FRENCH-CANADIAN LOYALTY

COLDS FROM ENERVATION 

The common cold is the bane of radio announcers, 
the nightmare of singers, the despair of directors 
who shoot talkies, in which a stray sneeze is a disas- 
ter; a8 well as a nulsance to mankind in general. 

More people have colds than any cther disease, 
The average person has from two to four colds a year, 
Though there may be differences as to dress and de- 
portment, the ordinary cold is the common property 
of nearly every one, Among the letters coming to my 
desk I find two constant questions: “How can I keep 
from having colds?” and “How shall L cure my ca- 
tarrh?” These two questions may be answered to- 
gether, for a cold is only an acute form of catarrh, In 
the acute form or cold there is first the dry, con- 
gested, swollen mucous membranes of the nose. Most 
of you know the symptoms only too well. The swell- 
ing up of the mucous membrane continues until the 
nose feels stopped up, there is sneezing, slight fever, 
extreme Jassitude, aching in the muscles, huskiness, 
with gradual reddening of the nose until the nostrils 
are sore and there is a dull ache over the eyes. The 
next stage is that the membranes affected have a 
free discharge of mucous which may be much altered 
in quality.

Caligula, or Caius Caesar, was perhaps the crucl- 
est of the rulers of ancient Rome; and this is strange 
because he was the son of Germanicus, the noble and 
just general of Tiberius. He was suspected of poison- 
ing his grandmother, Antonia; he had his own bro- 
ther, Tiberius, executed, and he caused Silanus, his 
father-in-law, to kill himself by cutting his throat 
with a ravor. 

Caligula was so degraded that he treated his sis- 
ters as wives. One, Drusilla, was so much his favor- 
ite that when he fell ill he made her heiress of his 
estate and the empire. However, she was the first to 
die, Ever afterward all his oaths were “By the di- 
vinity of Drusilla.” 

His infamous use of lis power passes comprehen- 
sion, Attending the wedding of Caius Piso with Livia 
Orestilla, he took such a fancy to the bride that he 
had her carried to his own house, He seized the 
wives of other men, too 

He rewarded the men who helped him to ascend 
the throne through the assassination of Tiberius by 
having them killed. He had many high officials pri- 
vately executed and then continued to send for them 
as though they were still alive. He would shut up 
the public granarics now and then to starve the peo- 
ple for a while. When meat for feeding the wild 
beasts held in reserve for the spectacles was high in 
price he ordered that criminals be thrown to them. 
lic had many persons of honorable position branded 
in the face with hot irons and then pitted in battle 
with wild animals. Some were sawed in two. 

He compelled parents to witness the execution of 
their sons, and to one who complained of sickness as 
an excuse for not attending he sent his own litter. He 
maee alive the writer of a witty verse he did not 
like, 

He liked to have his victims die by light and fre- 
quently repeated dagger or sword strokes, his cone 
stant order being: “Strike so that he may feel him- 
self die.” When he had punished the wrong person 
by a mistake in names, he said, “He deserevd it quite 
as much.” Kissing the neck of his wife, he would 
say, “So beautiful @ throat must be cut whenever I 
please.” 

‘The height of his unnatural ferocity was often at- 
tained while he was dining, when prisoners were 
brought in to have their heads cut off by a soldier 
adept in the art of beheading,

Keeping Mentally 


By JOSEPH JABTROW, A.B. AM., 
CROWS AND COMMUTERS 


Many years ago I was taken to 
see a huge gathering of crows in the 
neighborhood of Baltimore. A 2o- 
ologist wanted to know how many 


there were, He set his camera 
straight up and photographed the 
endless stream of flying crows re- 
turning toward sunset from their 
scouring grounds to roost at night 
in a clump of trees. Me timed the 
stream, counted the crows on each 
exposure of his plates and estimated 
the population of about 400,000 
crows. Baltimore then had about 
500,000 people, 

So strong is the gregarious nature 
of crows that from miles they come 
to roost in the same grove, The 
trees were black with crows. They 
scattered each morning for food all 
along Chesapeake Bay. 

Recently I was watching the 
throngs of commuters arriving at the 
Grand Central Station in New York. 
Adding all routes together, there 
may be as many commuters as 
crows, Only their gregarious ten- 
dencies bring them together for work 
and they scatter at evening for miles 
in the congested area of Manhattan, 
to roost in their separate homes, 

The difference is not significant; 
both sets of migrations are the re- 
sult of the gregarious impulse. Crows 
separate to get their living and come 
home to one roost; commuters re- 
verse the process. Why crows do 
not roost; where they feed is not 
clear, except that then they would 
be scattered, So strong is the urge

of instinct that mn must come 
back every night, ature makes 
them congregate for roosting, 

Men's urge to congregate is under 
control, yet these enormous numbers 
of commuters press through the 
crowded traffic to their rookeries in 
skyscrapers. It does not seem a 
highly rational performance, but 
such is the trend of economic pres- 
sure alded ahd abetted by the greg- 
arlous instinct. That has made city 
life, And imaginative writers pic- 
ture still more congested areas with 
the commuters arriving from longer 
flights by alr lines direct as the 
crow flies. The latest 100-story 
building has a landing tower for 
Zeppelins. 

We certainly have overdone the 
gregarious instinct, and we have to 
ship food in proportion to feed mil- 
lions of men, A single day's inter- 
ruption in the bread line would al- 
most cause a riot, Is it all sensible? 
Can we not control our gregarious- 
ness? Shall we become slaves to big 
business? Where is the end? How 
soon, with all the added architec- 
tural monsters and no more nor no 
wider streets, will the traffic be so 
jammed that nobody will be able to 
move! The Crows have all the air 
there is to fly in; they can afford to 
be gregarious. With man it begins 
to look like an obession, a mania for 
crowding, driven not by an instinc- 
tive urge but by its irrational de- 
velopment, Nature built the crows 
that way, but the commuter is man- 
made, Managing men is the great- 
est feat of human engineering.
